The luxurious habits of New Yerk women, |

She has a thousand 
different devices for beautifying the face, 

and undertakes to ward off wrinkles by 
her rubbings and emollients. She trains 

eye-brows in the way they should go, re- 

moves superfluous hair, induces eyelashes | 
tothicken and lengthen; keeps the skin | 
smooth, fresh, and fair, and declares she | 
can make the lips keep their bloom without | 
the use of rouge. She looks after the | 
figure, too, having a system called the 
“Swedish movement,“ by which she tight- 
ens up flaccid muscles, rounds thin throats 
and Jean arms, and removes any of the dis- 
figurements of outline that have resulted 
from tight lacing and the abnormal ten- 
dency of flesh to any one part of the body. 
She reduces flesh, too, and undertakes to 
develop symmetry. Her principal occupa- | 
tion, however, and the one best relished by 
her luxurious employers, is the massage 
bath. The tub is filled with warm water, 
quite as bot as can be comfortably borne, 
and into this is thrown a bath bag, consisting 
of a little sack of cheese-cloth, loosely filled 
with almond meal, powdered orris root, 
and grated soap.

They have long | 
abjured anyother wear for underclothes, 
and now there are being shown in the shops 
that cater to all the new whims of the sex 
sets of silk sheets and pillowwases in all 
colors. With these go the beautiful East 
Indian blankets, woven entirely of raw silk, 
and down gpreads covered with surah or 
satin.

The German Expectation. 


The Salt Lake Tribune prints it 
in this wise: It is rather cool to 
read that the Berlin Tsgeblatt con- 
siders President Harrison'e in- 
augural “shows an arrogant spirit 
and does not display particularly 
friendly feelings towards other 
powers.” Singularly enough, this 
is precisely the complaint Ameri- 
cans have to make concerning 
Germany's course in Samoa. That 
course has been arrogance exemp- 
lied perfectly in act, and has dis- 
played an utter contempt fer 
American rights and interests in 
those islands. To have this same 
complaint come now from Ger- 
many towards the declaration 
of an American President ex- 
hibite an unconscious ireny that 
shows how utterly _ selfish 
and sodden the ruling spirit in 
Germany is when its interest or 
desire clash with the rights of 
others. No less remarkable is that 
other Berlin journal’s expression— 
the Vossiche Zeitung—where it 
suggests that Germaus have been 
heping for a more yielding spirit 
towards Germany’s pretensions 
from the Harrison Administration 
than they have had from Cleve- 
land’s. On what ground even the 
wildest egotist could hope for 
greater complacency toward Ger- 
man aggression in this business 
than Secretary Bayard has shown 
it would be hard to imagine. The 
exact contrary is the hope that has 
been animating the American 
breast; we have been longing for 
the day when Mr. Bayard should 
retire and give place to a man 
who would not suffer the Amer- 
ican name and prestige to be 
dragged in the dust and made the 
scoff and contempt of Germany or 
any other uation’s reckless and 
bullying jingoism. That further 
concessions should have been ex- 
pected in Germany from the Un- 
ited States shows either that a 
ridiculous bluff is undertaken, or 
else the existence of a depth of in- 
tensity of self-love and vanity 
which is all but incomprehensible. 
It also shows to what degredation 
‘he American fame has been al- 
lowed to drop during four years 
of contemptible mismanagement 
of our foreign affairs.

Gentlemen of the Assembly: The | 


time allotted for the discharge of your 
duties, as our constitution has always 
been practically construed, is about to 
expire, and you return, to account for 
your stewardship, to those who chose 
you to converse their interests and 
protect their welfare. 

In my second biennial message, 
communicated at the opening of your 
Session, I deemed it my sworn and 


imperative duty to call attention to the | trict. 


deplorable condition—the utter ineffi- 
ciency—of our revenue laws, and to 
urge the enactment of a new law, 
whereby to secure uniformity and 
equality in assessment, and raise the 
revenue indispensable to carrying on 
the State Government. I know of no 
just reason why I should retract one 
word then written. The necessity 
is unabated, and the want, through 
the omission of a majority of your 
Honorable body, remains unsupplied. 

As a time sufficiently anterior to 
this for the same to have been passed 
by both branches, ere this day, a bill 
was introduced in the Senate, which 
was the result of the labors of a joint 
committee appointed for the purpose. 
To say the least, the bill, had it be- 
come a law, was a decided improve- 
ment upon the incongenous mass of 
acts, original, amendatory and suple- 
mental, which constituted what are 
familiarly termed the Revenue 
Laws; and if its passage was not 
demanded and justified by any other 
consideration, it was by the great ben- 
efit to arise from having ail law on 
that subject embraced in one act, in- 
stead sixty odd, running through 
twenty-four years, and each succeed- 
ing Legislative session developing more 
its defects. This bill passed the Sen- 
ate on the 2d instant without amend- 
ment, and was received by you in the 
forenoon of Monday, the 4th instant; 
so it cannot be truthfully said that you 


had not ample time in which toutes 


have read it, at least,as it had pass- 
ed the Senate— , 15; nays, none— 
and then, if meritorious, to have 33 
it; if not, to have defeated it. It was 
not acted upon by you, other than to 
table it, until in the afternoon of the 
5th inst; and then, without reading, 
was by you indefinitely postponed. "ti 
this was not an indignity to the Senate, 
I have failed to learn the definition of 
that word; and it must be apparent to 
anyone possessing sufficient intelli- 
gence to be chosen and honored as a 
law-maker that, if one co-ordinate 
branch of the Legislature be seriously 
or spitefully arrayed against the other, 
they, collectively, must fail in the 
considerate, just and dignified dis- 
charge of the duties imposed upon 
their harmonious, joint and patriotic 
action.

THE CITY OF MEXICO, 


It Is Nice as Regards Climate, But Its 
Sewage Is Awful. 
The City of Mexico is so often described 


Engineering 
Mining Journal, will be received with 
amazement by the average reader. 

The popular idea of the city is that in its 

bath in the sparkling atmosphere 
of an altitude of 7,460 feet above the sea, 
and from its location—to quote from the 
gazetteer—“in a noble plain 1,700 square 
miles in extent, inelosed by mountains con- 
taining many lakes,” it must, indeed, bea 
place where the sick and the weary can 
find rest and comfort. But the sanitary 
engineer does not see things as others see 
them, and Mr. Chism describes the capital 
city of Mexico as a whitedsepuicher. He 
says the city has a death rate of 40 per 
1,000, which, be ventures the opinion, is 
larger than that of any other city in the 
civilized world. 

Mr. Chism’s description of the drainage 
system of the city will avert the shock of 
surprise on this vital point. The sewage 
from the houses is conveyed to covered gut- 
ters in the middle of the street, which gut- 
ters are in a chronic state of strangulation ; 
“hence the constant presence in all quar- 
ters of the city of gangs of men who stand 
thigh deep in the biack and foul water, and 
rake into its depths to remove the obstruc- 
ons. Every place of this kind is acenter 
of infection in the shape of foul smelis that 
poison the air for blocks around.” 

The sewage, according to Mr. Chism, 
makes a slow and sullen exit through the 
main canal of San Lazaro, to Lake Texcoco 
—it the latter is low enough.” When the 
lake is high the sewage stands and soaks 
into the ground. It is impossible to make 
an excavation over two feet deep in any 
part of the city, even in the heart of the dry 
season, * without its being filled with black, 
stinking water,” and frequently after sud- 
den rains streets are flooded with a black 
dilution of sewage from wall to wall. After 
such rains pumps are set to work all over 
the city to pump water outof court-yards, 
stores and warehouses, and the poor have 
hard work to baie out their rooms with 
basins and = N 

Such being her condition the City of Mex- 
ico is hardly the haven for the tourist and 
the weary seeker for recreation that she is 
popularly supposed tobe. A mean temper- 
ature of 52.5 in January and 65.3 in July will 
not make up for unsanitary conditions such 
as was noted by Mr. Chism. 


Magnitude of the Earth. 

According to a recent authority, the cir- 
cumference of the globe is twenty-five thou- 
sand and twenty miles. It is not as easy to 
comprehond so stupendous acircle as it is 
to put down its extent in figures. It be- 
comes more palpable, perhaps, by compari- 
son, such as this: a railway train traveling 
incessantly night and day, at the rate of 
twenty-five miles an hour, would require 
six weeks to go around it. Thecubical bulk 
of the earth is two hundred and sixty thou- 
sand millions of cubic miles. If the materi- 
als which form the globe were built up in 
the form of a column, having a pedestal of 
the magnitude of England and Wales, the 
height of the column would be nearly four 
and a half millions of miles. A tunnel 
through the earth, from England to New 
Zealand, would be nearly eight thousand 
miles long.
